THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
THE CHILDREN OF ”LOCAL” 
AND ”FOREIGN STAFF’ 
EMPLOYEES. 


When Our Lord and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ, said Suffer little 
children to come unto me”. His 
statement was not intended to dis- 
criminate or segregate His children, 
He did not refer to a particular 
race, caste or creed of children. He 
did not mean “locally hired” child- 
ren or ”foreign staff” children. He 
meant ALL His children. 


However, Lago interprets this to 
mean “foreign staff” children. 

For some time now the Special 
Problems Advisory Committee has 
been trying very hard to get Lago 
to accept the children of “locally 
hired” employees for treatment at 
the hospital up to age eighteen -—- at 
present they may only enjoy medi- 
cal facilities up to age 15. Lago 
has said NO each time. However, 
the children of ’foreign staff” em- 
ployees may enjoy medical facili- 
ties up to age 18. — Why the dis- 
tinction between the children? 


We know the vast difference be- 
tween the wages of “local” and 
*foreign staff’ employees, and we 
know that the medical facilities at 
Lago are far more cheaper and bet- 
ter than the one privately owned 
hospital outside. Since Lago is 
aware of all this too, why is the com- 
pany so adverse to granting their 
suppressed “locals” a facility which 
would alleviate their present hard- 
ships? We know Lago is not a 
philantropic organization, but is
